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Church Unity Again 


In a recent Convention address, Bishop Brent in speaking 
of Lausanne deplored the report which went out through 
the Associated Press that the Orthodox delegates had with- 
drawn from that Conference. They had done so, said the 
report, in spite of the Bishop’s earnest appeal to them to 
remain. As a matter of fact they did not withdraw and the 
story of Bishop Brent’s appeal was pure fiction. 


I was reminded of that incident when the day after our 
brief and informal Church Unity Conference in San Fran- 
cisco the papers reported that the Conference had discussed 
a project for the formation of a kind of Protestant Super- 
Church. Anyone reading the report might have supposed 
that the outlining of such a scheme had been the chief busi- 
ness of the Conference, whereas the proposals made by the 
Rev. Dr. Brown of Oakland were not discussed at all but 
referred to the Findings Committee, who are to report in 
the autumn. The Conference was concerned not with pro- 
jects for reunion, but with the background, past and present, 
of the Unity Movement and the statement of the next desir- 
able step as the various communions viewed it. Protestant 
unity was regarded only as a step towards Catholic unity. 
Bishop Alexy of the Russian Orthodox Church was not able 
to be present but sent a letter outlining his views. A con- 
siderable number of the delegates attended Communion at 
the Cathedral before the session began. The interest was 
maintained throughout. The spirit of fellowship was marked. 
Everyone agreed that there should be another conference 
soon. 


The great value of such conferences lies not in any formal 
action taken but in the growth of fellowship and mutual 
understanding. But there was one conspicuous failure in the 
conference. Practically all present were ministers. There 
were only a very few of the laity—men or women—only 
one, I think, of our own Communion. But this matter of 
unity is the business of laity as well as clergy and I sin- 
cerely hope that at the next conference a goodly number of 
the former may be present. 


My attention has recently been called to the 
fact that here and there in the Diocese raffles 
and lotteries are still held in connection with 
Church bazaars or fairs. There are three excellent reasons 
why this should not be done. The first is that the law of the 
State forbids it. Like many other laws, this one is constantly 
broken. But the fact that it is broken does not do away with 
the fact that it is the law. In it the State registered the belief 
reached through wide experience of the evils of gambling 
devices that public gambling is a menace to society, a socially 
degrading custom. It was said a few years ago by the police 
authorities that one of the great difficulties in enforcing the 
law arose through its violation by Churches in their bazaars. 


RAFFLES 


That is a humiliating charge and no Church will want to be 
guilty of it. 

The second good reason is that it is against the expressed 
authoritative judgment of this Church itself, both in the 
General Convention and in our own Diocese. We can thank 
God that with us “authoritative” does not mean enforceable 
with ecclesiastical penalties. It means issued by our highest 
legislative Church bodies as expressing their matured judg- 
ment. Such a statement carries great moral weight. It is a 
guide to conscience. It is a direction which loyal Church 
people will wish to obey. 


Anyone who has read thus far may perhaps be wondering 
why the Bishop is giving so much space to so small and in- 
frequent a violation of the Church’s judgment. It is not be- 
cause so far as I know there is any serious complaint of 
present conditions among us. It is because of the third good 
reason for keeping clear of raffles and lotteries. They are 
all gambling in principle; and just at this moment, with 
great numbers of people suffering from stock gambling, with 
speculation having been at fever heat, it is well for us to note 
why gambling is fundamentally wrong. It is, in substance, 
that gambling is the attempt to get something for nothing, 
to substitute for honest work and real service luck or clever 
manipulation. It is the attempt to make profit without mak- 
ing any contribution at all to real values. It would be quite 
impossible for an enlightened and intelligent Christian to 
pray for success in drawing a lucky number or in a poker 
game or in a stock speculation. He feels at once that there 
is something incongruous in such a suggestion. The reason 
he feels it is because there is no element of work or service 
in the affair. It is purely selfish. | am not unaware that 
something of this element enters into a great part of our 
economic life, that the whole system of “profit” raises ques- 
tions of this kind, that it is no easy matter for any Christian 
to know just where and how to draw the line in the modern 
business world. Into such questions I cannot enter beyond 
noticing their existence. Nor can we forget that the line is 
hard to draw sometimes on the other side in minor social 
customs. But whatever the difliculties on the one side or the 
other the main point is clear enough. As there can be no 
substantial economic structure built upon get rich quick 
schemes, so there can be no substantial character structure 
built upon participation in them. The rendering of real ser- 
vice is the Christian basis for whatever material compensa- 
tions the world has to give.—E. L. P. 


The Cathedral Campaign 


With one-third of the $3,600,000 needed to complete Grace 
Cathedral already in hand, plans are now being made for 
continuation of activity on behalf of the project until the 
full amount has been raised. A special committee is working 
out a program for the future. 


The total subscribed to date is $1,184,272 and additional 
gifts are being received from day to day. During the vaca- 
tion season it is expected that activity will subside some- 
what but there will be no general cessation of work. 


On the committee which is working out the plan for the 
future are the Rev. Charles P. Deems, D. D., campaign man- 
ager; Ainoll McBean, chairman of the the special gifts com- 
mittee; Horace Clifton, chairman of the publicity commit- 
tee; and Walter Bakewell, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. They will confer with Bishop Parsons, Dean Gresham 
and S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the committee for the 
completion of the Cathedral. 


The total number of persons who have contributed to the 
fund is 3652, according to a summary prepared by Dr. 
Deems. Of these, 2211 are Episcopalians. That more than 
one-third of the subscriptions should have been given by 
non-Episcopalians is taken ‘as a strong indication of the 
community’s interest in the Cathedral and proves the wide 
appeal of the project. 

Women have had an important part in the achievement 
of the 1500 campaign workers, the report also shows. They 
have raised $160,082 and in the general organization are 
exceded only by the parish groups, which have raised 
$188,451. 

Attendance at the various campaign meetings has totaled 
more then 10,000.

The Late Rev. E. G. Davies 
“Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord.” 


The funeral of the late Rev. E. G. Davies, Priest in charge 
of St. David’s Mission, Pittsburg, Contra Costa County, was 
held at the American Legion Hall, Pittsburg, on Friday, June 
1. The Rev. E. F. Gee, Dean of the Convocation of Oakland, 
officiated at the hall and the Archdeacon of the Diocese took 
the Committal at the Antioch Cemetery. A large congrega- 
tion, composed of people of all walks of life, was present. 
The Roman Catholic Priest was there and so was the Pastor 
of the Community Church. On every side one saw and heard 
evidences of the esteem and affection in which Mr. Davies 
was held by the entire community. It was a tribute to the 
power of a good and holy life. 

Going to Pittsburg some four years ago Mr. Davies soon 
began to shepherd a nucleus of Church people and by his 
simplicity, sincerity and real Christian spirit won their love 
and loyalty. The work was organized under the name of 
St. David’s and the congregation began to increase in num- 
bers. A fine piece of property was acquired by gift, and a 
fund was started for the erection of a suitable Church build- 
ing. Plans for this building are now being drawn and it is 
hoped the work will be completed early in the fall when it 
is the intention of the Vestry to have it dedicated in Mr. 
Davies’ memory. 

The following resolution of sympathy was passed by the 
Vestry and members of St. David’s Mission: 

Whereas, it has pleased the Almighty in His infinite wis- 
dom to remove from our midst our dearly beloved Rev. 
E. G. Davies, who has served, so faithfully, as Vicar of St. 
David's Episcopal Mission since its inception four years ago 
and who, during that time, won the respect and admiration 
of not only every member and friend of St. David’s Mission 
but of the entire community;

BOOK REVIEW 


Wings of Healing—A Review 
By Avice LorHrop 


For sale at Church Book Shop and at all leading book 
shops; price, 60 cents. A charming little book of religious 
selections consisting of 125 pages has appeared recently, is- 
sued by the Grace Cathedral Mission of Healing—a second 
edition of a collection previously printed—now published for 
general circulation in response to many requests. 


The form of the small volume renders it compact and 
pleasant in the hand, while its exquisite and dainty exterior 
is inviting and agreeable to the eye. One would involuntarily 
take notice of the little white “Wings” among other books 
in shop or on table because of its delicate beauty. Pages are 
numbered and selections carefully indexed. 


These are mere externals, indeed, but to the genuine book- 
lover they are important and like all suitable qualifications 
of anything often lead to a wish to possess it. Besides these 
superficies one finds on perusal of the book’s content that 
it has “apples of gold in pictures of silver.” That selection 
has been made by a careful and skillful hand is evident, not 
less clear is it that that hand was guided by a mind trained 
in discrimination in values and worth of true poetry. Among so 
many gems it is difficult to make choice for mention. Those 
of special charm, perhaps, for this writer are on pages 15, 
21, 43, 45, 81, 85 and 89. The attempt was made in writing 
this notice of the book to place marks between pages for 
later reference but claims to excellence were so many and so 
general that before the end it bristled with slips of paper. In 
short, each page will meet the need of some heart with help, 
comfort or counsel. Another important and interesting point 
that has not been forgotten is that cheerfulness, even merri- 
ment, are fundamental as well as winning elements in Chris- 
tian character. It is sometimes felt that gravity should mark 
the Christian. Some of the poems in this collection give 
strong contrary proof. Turn, for example, to pages 61, 75 
and 101—there are others in similar cheerful tone—and 
learn that solemnity is not a necessary attribute of the faith- 
ful heart. 


Young persons and others of any age who live in the light 
and are well-balanced in mind and heart avoid gloom—and 
why not so? Else, why does God give us the laughing sun- 
shine as well as the clouds which sometimes obscure the 
bright day? “Tears too near the surface lie in youth; in age 
they lie too deep.” 


Dear reader, old or young, take this sweet little book to 
your heart, even place it alongside your New Testament and 
your Prayer Book. Let its strength and sweetness become a 
part of your character. For what is character? Just what the 
word itself implies. Lines etched by the graver’s tool, marks 
indelible on the copper plate. Let life take the stylus in its 
own hand and guide the lines on mind and heart, aye, on 
the very countenance until each shall express sweetness and 
courage and truth and steadfastness of purpose.

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Pacific Coast Conference of Social Work Held 
in Yosemite, May 22-26

It is perhaps better to have waited a month before re- 
porting this unusually impressive gathering—so fine, so spir- 
itual, presided over by the Rev. Robert Lacey of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Los Angeles, and so entirely in keeping 
with the booming beauty of Yosemite Falls, “the largest 
waterfall in the world,” as a background. For the Califor- 
nia Conference of Social Work is the “largest and best State 
conference in the world,” numbering nearly 2000 members, 
of whom about 800 were present in Yosemite. Since this 
was the first Pacific Coast Regional Conference there was a 
good representation from Oregon and Washington, who con- 
tributed much to the program. It is pretty generally agreed 
that this conference is the best ever held in California and 
that shows progress. To those of us who attended the smaller 
conference five years ago in Yosemite the contrast was strik- 
ing. But to one who is an ardent Episcopalian churchman 
and wants the Church of his birth to stand in the forefront 
of progress it is a matter of regret that not so much interest 
was shown in this conference by our own Church. Not a 
single clergyman from the District of San Joaquin, in 
which the conference was held, was present. Two of us 
from the California Department were present and took very 
active parts in the program. Mrs. George B. Wright was 
elected chairman of the Pacific Coast Girls’ Housing Coun- 
cil, while the chairman of the department was in charge of 
the Section on Organization and Administration, including 
a session on co-ordination of agencies in the Community 
Chest, one on professional standards in social work, a round 
table on social service exchanges, a public speaking clinic 
and a session on institutional management. The Diocese of 
Los Angeles was well represented. Five members of the 
commission were present. including the chairman, Rev. 
Franklin Barnes and the Rev. Harold Kelley, who took an 
active part in the various discussions. There was a large 
attendance of the Roman Catholic clergy in compliment 
somewhat to the president, who has served the State for 
some years and is unusually broad in his sympathies and 
very popular. There was a sprinkling of Salvation Army 
delegates and a number of the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. 
people. One of the large and well-organized groups was 
that of the Jewish welfare workers, who presented a fine 
program. The free, open-minded discussion which such a 
conference promotes is the only successful method by which 
most of our problems of today can be approached. And in 
that discussion the point of view of the Church is needed. 


The topic of the conference this year was “Social Work 
in Industry” and the subject was with unwonted success 
carried into all the sections. The principal guest speakers 
were Sidney Hillman, president of the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers of America, and Dr. Haven Emerson, professor 
of public health administration of Columbia University. Two 
distinguished Californians were equally shining lights— 
Governor Young and Chester Rowell. 


Sidney Hillman made a great impression. This Lithuanian- 
Jewish tailor has changed the whole aspect of the clothing 
industry. He has the face of a prophet, beautiful, glowing 
dark eyes and a mouth that falls into lines of charming 
sweetness when he stands silent with shining face between 
his periods of speech. Father Lacey, presiding, was fired by 
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Hillman’s account of his own union and his hopes for other 
workers and in summing up the speech said: “And they call 
him ‘red!’ Why, he’s red and white and blue and all the 
stars besides.” In the June 16 number of The Churchman 
appears the following editorial comment on Hillman’s Cali- 
fornia speech: “Hillman’s formula for continued prosperity 
includes, first, maintenance of a high living standard, so 
that workers can buy industry’s goods; second, shorter 
hours, to take up the slack of unemployment; third, unem- 
ployment insurance to remove the fear of want; fourth. 
democratization of industry such as his famed union is 
bringing about. This still youthful leader is at the head of 
an organiaztion of 140,000 clothing workers, many of whom 
in 1910 were receiving $5 a week in the sweatshops of New 
York and Chicago. Since then the entire clothing industrv 
has been revolutionized. The workers under Hillman’s 
leadership are working an eight-hour day at $1 an hour. 
Thev have impartial boards to hire and fire, they own two 
banks, thev have taken over 60 per cent of production man- 
agement. they have loaned over $590.000 to their emonlov- 
ers to tide them over rough spots. Thev have paid out $3 - 
400.000 in unemployment insurance. In addition thev are 
building co-operative apartments which thev are renting or 
selling to workers at one-third the old selling price and 
have increased the efficiency of their industry so that the 
wages are 300 per cent higher. while labor costs have in- 
creased only 25 per cent. Mr. Hillman sees no reason whv 
the coal, textile, automobile and other industries can not be 
organized on the same pattern with similar results.” 


The two rousing addresses of Chester Rowell and Haven 
Emerson. expressing opposite views on social health insur- 
ance, were most instructive and suggestive. Chester Rowell’s 
deep interest in the passage of a social health insurance bill 
is well known to Californians. Dr. Emerson’s view is the 
ordinary medical attitude. 


Eight regular sections occupied the morning hours of the 
conference. One could hear about industry in relation to 
delinquency, education, organization and administration. 
Racial and citizenship problems, recreation and the usual 
section on industry itself. In the afternoons were meetings of 
fifteen kindred groups. including Community Chest execu- 
tives meeting for the first time: the Girls’ Housing Council. 
a new group, and the District Travelers’ Aid. of which the 
chairman of our department is presiding officer. 


One of the outstanding features of the conference was the 
interested presence of the Governor of California, sincere in 
his desire to explain to social workers the “reorganization 
of the State Government.” This he did in a clear and simple 
address, explaining the work of the new departments, of 
which there are nine, and the opportunity for greater co- 
operation. Mrs. Anna F. Saylor, the gracious and efficient 
director of the Department of Social Welfare, was through- 
out the conference an active participant. To the delegates 
from Oregon and Washington this active interest of a Gov- 
ernor was a source of awe and wonder. It was most hearten- 
ing to social workers. We shall hope to give during the vear 
some extracts from the bulletin of the conference in which 
the best papers are to be printed. 


There was a great enthusiasm over the fact that the Na- 
tional Conference of Social Work is to meet in San Fran- 
cisco, June 26 to July 3, 1929. This includes as a kindred 
group the Ninth National Conference on Social Service of 
the Episcopal Church. Every parish on the Coast should 
immediately make plans to send delegates to these great 
conferences. It is a great opportunity for the Coast to hear 
the leaders in social work. It is also a tremendous responsi- 
bility for us to see to it that the attendance does not suffer 
because of our long distance from the eastern side of the 
continent. It should be our goal to make the San Francisco 
conference the largest and best ever held. The California 


Conference of Social Work will meet in San Francisco at the 
same time. . 


The four most translated books in the world are the Bible, 
The Imitation of Christ, Pilgrim’s Progress and Don Quixote. 
Three are religious and the fourth is not far from it. The 
Bible has just been translated in its 169th language, Luba 
Lulua, that of the Bantu natives of the Belgian Congo. 
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The spring meeting of the Diocesan Assembiy of California 
was held in Christ Church, Alameda, Saturday. April 28. 
The members of Emanuel Chapter of Christ Church were the 
hostesses and a roval welcome was extended to the visiting 
Daughters of the King. The service began at 11:00 o’clock 
with a sermon by the Rev. Dr. Herbert H. Powell, who made 
a stirring sddress urging all to renewed energy and zeal. The 
sermon was followed by a celebration of the Holy Eucharist 
in which Dr. Powell was assisted by the Rev. Isaac Dawson. 
A large number of the members of the order were present. 
After the services in the church the members of Emanuel 
Chapter ushered their guests into the spacious guild room, 
where a basket luncheon augmented by coffee. tea, ice cream 
and cake was served. The tables were beautifully decorated 
with flowers from the lovely gardens adiacent. A reunion 
was held and friends met. At 2:00 o’clock Mrs. S. L. 
Abbot. the president, called the meeting to order, and all 
joined in the recital of the prayer of the order. in which Dr. 
Powell led. As Mrs. Edsell and Miss Mary Sanford, who 
were to speak, had to leave for another engagement, Mrs. 
Abbot called on Miss Sanford, who is the daughter of the 
Rt. Rev. Louis C. Sanford of Fresno, the Diocese of San 
Joaquin, and she gave an interesting talk. Miss Sanford is 
field secretary of the Girls’ Friendlv Societv and called for. a 
closer union with that order and the Daughters of the King. 
She urged a hearty co-operation between the two organiza- 
tions and 2 guiding back into the spiritual work of the others 
—a help-one-another spirit and a better understanding. Mrs. 
Edsell spoke briefly but to the point. These women were in- 
vited by Mrs. Abbot. 


Dr. Elisabeth B. Christiansen, first vice-president of the 
Convocation of San Francisco. gave a condensed report of 
the work of the Daughters of the King in her district. She 
related in concrete form the various activities of the mem- 
bers. This report included the visits made not only to mem- 
bers, the sick. the shut-ins, but the work done for institu- 
tions, hospitals and Laguna Honda Home where a chapter 
under that name has been formed by those helpless women, 
who have desired to ally themselves with the work for the 
Master. 

Mrs. Robinson, who was elected second vice-president of 
the Convocation of Oakland, and who had been in Europe 
for a year or more, had resigned and Mrs. E. B. Fish of 
Emanuel Chapter was appointed in her place, but being ill 


the report was read by Mrs. Taylor, who is now the second’ 


vice-president. The reports of these presidents vary little, 
except that those nearer San Francisco have perhaps a wider 
sphere of activity. Of course, Berkeley, Alameda and Oak- 
land have the university, Mills College and other educational 
institutions, and all have hospitals and shut-ins to visit. All 
the chapters contribute to the Seamen’s Church Institute at 
Christmas and send books, magazines and tobacco. 

Mrs. C. V. Heegaard, third vice-president (Convocation of 
San Jose), has a large field. Her territory embraces Palo 
Alto and Stanford University, Mills Memorial Hospital, the 
base hospital and other worthy objects. She supervises and 
visits chapters at Burlingame and Palo Alto and makes visits 
to San Jose, where the flourishing and busy chapter named 
after the dearly-beloved Bishon Nichols belongs to Trinity 
Church, San Jose. These young women, who might properly 


be called juniors, are most of them business women but they 
are zealous in their attendance of church duties. They take 
entire charge of the altar, serve breakfasts after the early 
celebrations of the Holy Communion and serve in every way 
they can. 

The meeting at Alameda had the pleasure of being the first 
Assembly meeting to welcome Hope Chapter, a new chapter 
which was admitted into the order on Mothers Day, May 13, 
at a morning service which was impressive and touching. 
St. Luke’s Church, Los Gatos, was the scene and was filled, 
while great interest was shown. Mrs. Leland H. Tracy, wife 
of the rector, is the president and already in her short term 
of office has shown great executive ability and the members 
have been active in every good work. They were members 
of the committee of the Cathedral drive and with other work- 
ers raised the splendid sum of %8000—fine for a small, coun- 
try town. They have a Bible study class and their meetings 
are well attended. Warm greetings were extended to the 
members of Hope Chapter who were in attendance. 

A feature of the morning service was the presentation of 
$1 from every member of the Daughters of the King. The 
money was given by them for the chancel rail of the Cathe- 
dral and was consecrated at the altar of Christ Church, Ala- 
meda. Those who could not attend that day sent their offer- 
ing, besides which many of them participated in the drive 
and gave other contributions. 


Dr. Elisabeth B. Christiansen sailed on the “California” a 
month ago for her native land. She went through the Panama 
Canal and took another steamer for Southampton. After visit- 
ing in England and Paris she went to Cologne and flew from 
there to hcr home in Copenhagen. She will be absent several 
months but will return to her duties at St. Luke’s Hospital 
in the autumn. She has recently built a house in San Felipe 
way, San Francisco. 

Mrs. G. E. Robinson of Martha Chapter, St. Mark’s, Berke- 
ley. was given a warm welcome in Alameda on her return 
and her appearance at the meeting. 

There has been reason for rejoicing in the order as several 
chapters report new members. St. Luke’s Chapter. San Fran- 
cisco. has received three; one will serve her probation and 
be admitted at the next meeting. St. John’s Chapter (Risen 
Life) has several and aslo a surprise, as Miss Edith Clark 
was married recently. St. Mary the Virgin has had two new 
members since last report. Next to Hope Chapter, Los Gatos. 
this is the newest chapter, although Faith Junior Chapter at 
Homestead, San Mateo, is a new one. Ruth Chapter has some 
new members and is active in every way. Unfortunately, An- 
nunciation Chapter, All Saints Church, San Francisco, has 
felt compelled to disband.

Though some of our members are away, 
the remairing ones are carrying on through the summer 
without a letdown. There are several events worthy of rec- 
ording at this time. 


At the last monthly meeting of the Diocesan Council of 
the Young People’s Fellowsb?z, Thursday night, June 28, 
at Grace Cathedral, the report of the extension committee 
showed that several chapters are in need of assistance and 
aid will be given them and an effort made to put them on 
their feet so that they can take a new lease on life and once 
more become live, peppy chapter. The extension commit- 
tee has found in its work among these chapters that the 
cause of their inactivity is dze to no fault of the chapter 
itself nor of the members in the chapter but rather to the 
lack of interest of any older members of the Church.

There is urgent 
need for a refuge for elderly women of the Church. The Old 
Ladies Home has a waiting list and there are gentlewomen 
clamoring for a place to lay their heads. Everything is being 
done for the young but for those who have borne the burden 
and heat of the day there sems to be no haven. 


While there is a cessation of regular meetings until Sep- 
tember the work of the order never really ceases. The work 
of the Master goes silently on. There are always those who

means of raising the money has not been definitely decided, 
although it was discussed at the Diocesan Council meeting.

Churchmen’s Round Table Luncheon 


The regular meeting of the Churchmen’s Round Table was 
held on Wednesday, June 20, in the rooms of the San Fran- 
cisco Commercial Club.

The discussion, “What Is the Matter with the Laymen?” 
was continued, speakers being Messrs. F. R. Neville, F. A. 
Anderson, H. S. Morris and Victor J. Robertson speaking for 
the Convocation of Oakland. Some of the speakers felt the 
lack of interest in church attendance was due both to faults 
in the clergy as well as the laymen. Lack of personal visita- 
tion by the clergy, long sermons and a Jack of business acu- 
men in handling some of the affairs of the parish undoubt- 
edly had had effects. On the other hand, many laymen, be- 
cause of difference of view as to the conduct of the church 
services, gradually drifted away; others felt that they could 
not spare time from their gardens, if only for an hour and 
a half; others felt the call of golf far more important than 
the call of the Lord. It was urged that we must make our 
services attractive with the beautiful music of the Church; 
we must have more fellowship shown and strangers should 
be made to feel that the Church was indeed a home; there 
should be more congregational singing; strangers’ names 
and addresses should be obtained and they should be vis- 
ited during the week and thus get them interested in the 
Church. We must set an example by our actions to those 
who are not church-goers and in this way draw people to 
the Church. 

This was the second of the series of discussions and many 
points of interest were brought out. It will be continued 
until all of the convocations of the Diocese of California 
have been heard from.

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Fellowship and Faith 


An Address delivered to the Churchmen’s Associations of San 
Francisco and the Peninsula by the Rev. Oscar Green, 
Rector of All Saints Church, Palo Alto 


“Where two or three are gathered together in my name, 
there am | in the midst of them.”’—St. Matthew 18:20. 


You see what slaves of habit we are. I am so used to tak- 
ing a text that when I come to give an address to a group of 
men my mind invariably turns to its normal way of acting— 
the seeking of a key sentence around which to build. This 
is not a bad one for our purposes either. You have asked me 
to speak on the subject “Fellowship and Faith.” Here you 
see Jesus links the two. Faith, I take, means devotion to 
Christ and to his gospel; and in this verse Jesus declares that 
where two or three are gathered together in his name—there 
He is in the midst of them. In His mind is an intimate con- 
nection between Faith and Fellowship. He would seem to 
suggest that something is added, when men unite themselves. 
And the more I see of life the more firmly I am convinced 
that God never intended these two—fellowship and faith— 
to be disjointed; therefore what God has joined together let 
no man put asunder. 


But let us consider of what nature this connection is. 


1. To begin with, fellowship is the encourager of faith. 
It is largely fellowship which starts faith and keeps it going. 
One of the interesting things of life is how we misinterpret 
facts. Have you ever heard people at a faith healing meeting 
tell of their diseases and their cures, or read of them in a 
Christian Science Journal? You can get the most lurid ae- 
counts—persons cured of tuberculosis, cancer, paralysis, new 
teeth grown, ete. Are we to believe that all these persons are 
telling us what is false? No, a good deal of it is due to false 
diagnosis. Persons have a pain in the side and call it appen- 
dicitis. ‘There are many things which cause a pain in the 
side. In like manner, we are apt to think that our religion 
is due to our reason. We have thought matters through, and 
have followed the most logical conclusions. Such is seldom 
the case. Why are you and I Episcopalians? Largely through 
contacts with others. It may be that your parents brought 
you ifto the Church. It may be that some minister was your 
friend. Often it so happens that your chums thought of con- 
firmation, and you thought of confirmation too. 


Some folks see in this an argument against religion. They 
feel that to say that religion is a social matter is to lower it. 
A man ought to set for him a notion of God and righteous- 
ness and hold to it. Of course, it goes without saying that a 
man ought to use his mind; and when he sees something is 
right should stand for it; or when he sees something is wrong 
should stand against it. But there is no reason why a person 
should sever himself from the group. Religion ought to be 
natural, as other things are natural. Education, duty, patriot- 
ism are all expressions of group life. Why do little children 
like to go to school—because of the social contacts of it. 
Duty and patriotism both have their basis in the social life. 
And so religion. Children should grow up to be Christians, 
as here in America they grow up to be Americans. 


The folks are all wrong who feel that a child should not 
be confirmed until he is grown. They might just as well 
argue that he must not be forced to school until he has de- 
cided for himself what school he likes. Or that he must not 
call himself an American until he has investigated all the 
other countries. I think many parents do their children a 
grave injustice in not letting them follow their natural in- 
clinations. When the group is being confirmed, when they 
have a love for Christ in their lives, or the Church, let them 
give their lives to Christ. 


But not only does faith have its normal inception in so- 
ciety, but it is largely sustained by society. As we have said 
a man ought to come to the place where he can stand alone. 
But life is a good deal sweeter when we do not have to stand 
alone. And the great majority of us can stand when we have 
backing who could not stand if the backing were removed. 

This is the reason that persons moving to a distant city 
often drift from the Church. The old ties are broken. A new 
life is started. And often these movers go to the Church in 
the new city two or three times. The Church is not quick 
enough to lay hold of them. They “iiss the warmth of the 
old Church. Business and religious associations are formed. 


Before we know it they are lost two or three years to the 
Church, Where is the fault? On both sides. Men ought to 
have more stamina than they have. I have no patience with 
folks who go into a new community and say they have 
stopped Church because nobody spoke to them when they 
went to services. Why did they go to those services—to 
have people speak to them, or to worship God? If we go 
into a Parish and find that the Church is not friendly, there 
is our opportunity. God has sent us there possibly to make 
that Church friendly. Who are we anyway to think that the 
whole organization should run out to us? On the other hand, 
the Church must take people where it finds them. There are 
all sorts of freaks in the universe, not the least queer of 
which are ourselves. Therefore it will not do for us to say 
that newcomers must do all the coming. It is our business to 
know new people and to get hold of them. An unfriendly 
Church ‘s an abomination before the Lord. Every time you 
find a new person in the congregation you ought to find out 
about him, and send his name to the Rector. Do not merely 
tell the Rector—give him something objective to jog his 
memory. 

It is well to note, too, that not a little of the sin of the 
world is due to a lack of fellowship. Why is it that young 
people im our large cities have such a hard time keeping 
straight? Because they do not believe in God, because they 
do not want to be like Christ? Not at all, but rather that they 
become lonesome. After a person has been without a friend 
to speak to for twenty-four hours, he is about ready to take 
up with anyone. And if some person will take notice of him 
and suggest a means of relief from his loneliness, he will fit 
into almost any suggestion. 

As I see it the average man is not greatly worried about 
intellectual difficulties in his religion. I say the average man 
—there are exceptions. When a man tells you that he has 
lost faith, the thing which has most likely happened is that 
the fellowship of the organization has fallen down some- 
where. We need both fellowship and intelligence, but the 
proportion is not 50-50, but about 90-10. Fellowship is the 
chief encourager and sustainer of faith. No Parish has a 
hard time when the people have the right sense of respon-

doubts of the love. I have my doubts of a man’s love for his 
mother who lives im the mext town to her and visits her only 
once in two months. I know his sweetheart would not stand 
for such treatment. Let a mam become engaged to a girl and 


thp house, and the place where thine honor dwellest.” Men 
and women ought to stop deceiving themselves. When they 
find time for picnics, for golf, for the Sumday paper, and 
this and that, but mot time for Church on the Sabbath, they 
love these things’ more tham they do God. We do not love 
without craving fellowship. 

There are two mistakes which as Christiam people we are 
continuaily making. The first is in supposing that religion 
is a purely academic matter, that the belief that there is a 
God and that Jesus Christ is His son makes a man a Chris- 
tian. The thing which makes a man a Christian is love oj} 
God and one’s fellows—which is a very different thing. 
Many folks believe in God who do not love Him. They be- 
lieve in Him like they do in the Einsteinian physics. They 
have no reason to doubt, and so they believe. But the knowl- 
edge in no way affects their life. There is no religion in such 
belief. 

The other mistake is in believing that to love God and mor- 
ality is enough. Religion, they tell us, is a matter between a 
man and his God. That by itself is not true. The religion is 
a triangle; its three vertices are God, my neighbor, and my- 
self. Religion consists in keeping the connections between 
the three points intact. The ideal is for me to be right with 
God, and with my neighbor, and not to be satisfied until my 
neighbor is right with God also. 

There is nothing more injurious to our life as a Church 
than this false individualism. Continually I am meeting 
priests and people who say that they do not wish any social 
life in their religion. They say they go to Church to worship 
God. A very prominent clergyman tells me that he does not 
wish anyone to shake hands with him when he comes from 
the Church: he wishes to be left alone. What we ought to 
see is thai there are two kinds of worship—a private worship 
—when a man is in his closet where he communions with 
the Father in secret—and a social worship, when a man goes 
up to the temple. Church worship is corporate; its value 
lies in the fact that it is social. It is a mistake to attempt to 
transform this social worship into a private devotion. The 
sight of people in God’s house ought to warm our hearts. It 
ought to make us feel friends with them all. 

I greatly fear that there is pride at the bottom of this 
notion that a man should go to Church with a high head, 
and that he should come away without having spoken to 
anyone but God. It smacks of what we used to accuse the 
Kaiser of—the “Me and Gott” attitude. The Church should 
be a family gathering. When I go home for Christmas, am I 
to speak only to my Father and ignore the rest of my breth- 
ren and sisters? Obviously not. So we must consider the 
Church as the household of God, as it is. Often folk speak 
of how fine it is to go up to communion with their own 
families. That is a lovely thing. If we could only come to 
feel that every Sunday we go up with our family. The 
Church might learn much what it finds in a lodge or in a 
fraternity. 

To some it may seem that I am overstating this connection 
between fellowship and faith, but I am trying to interpret 
the mind of Christ. He said some pretty strong things on the 
question. “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 


of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” That means, 
does it not, that He is one with the people about us. When 
we have no love for those about us, we have no love for 
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Christ. It also means thal when we love and fellowship 
with those about us, we are loving and having fellowship 
with the Master of all life. 

Now in some religions it may be possible to separate be- 
tween fellowship and faith. In Christianity it is not. Christ 
gave me two commandmants—thow shalt love the Lord thy 
God, and thy meighbor as thyself. A great many persons out- 
side the Church imagine that they cam have a complete life 
without loving God—by simply loving their neighbor. They 
are mistaken im this. Oftem the love of the neighbor grows 
cold, and they cannot help their meighbors in the place 
where they most need help, im their souls. Christians are apt 
to make the other mistake—of supposing that they can love 
God without loving their meighbor. The result is that they 
become cold, and bigoted, amd that their religion, instead of 
enlarging them, makes them small and sour. For health we 
need both love of God and love of man. 

That ts a searching question St. John asks. If a man can- 
not love his brother, whom he hath seen, how can he love 
God, whom he hath not seen? Then you recall his con- 
clusion in regard to the matter. “If a man say that he love 
God, and hateth his neighbor, he is a liar.” 

Yes, fellowship is the test of our faith. Christ om the mount 
hears the words of God, and the vision drives Him down to 
be a friend of all men. 


3. But fellowship is not merely the basis and the test of 
faith, but it is the crown of faith. The psalmist of old 
wrote— 

Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity 


and men have been echoing that thought ever since. Friend- 
ship is not the most important thing on earth—God and duty 
are more important. But there is nothing mortal which 
brings greater happiness than friendship. The older we 
grow the more we become conscious of this fact. When we 
are young friendship and love seem to be our natural right, 
and we do not rate them very highly; but as the shadows 
lengthen, we come to see that the things which in our youth 
we so strenuously fought for cannot truly satisfy—success, 
money, fame, position, material things. What we need and 
what we crave is fellowship. Of course, men find substitutes 
for it—in books and work, but like most substitutes they do 
not satisfy. The only thing which in any way tends to take 
the place of friendship is religion, and even that is not com- 
plete without friends. God never intended us to be alone. 
When fellowship goes part of life is gone and the best part. 
That was what Macbeth felt: 


“My way of life 
Is fallen into the sear, the yellow leaf; 
And that which should accompany old age, 
As honor, love, obedience, troops of friends, 
I must not look to have.” 


There is a climax in that sentence—honor, love, obedience, 
troops of friends. It is lack of sympathy which is robbing 
Macbeth of his nerve. 

And how fine is friendship, which is founded on the deep 
things of life—on religion. Bishop Capers of West Texas 
once wrote me that he was finding that ultimately true 
friendship rested on religion. If men are going to be true 
friends they must agree about the most fundamental things 
of life. What a man needs in his dark hours is someone who 
can see eye to eye with him. How inadequate those who 
have played around with us, our business and professional 
acquaintances, are in the face of death or failure. Often we 
find that what we thought was friendship was nothing but 
politeness. And instead of there being fellowship there is 
formality. 

How wonderful it is, if we have found in our contact with 
persons a man who has faith even as we have it. As Shakes- 
peare says again, “Let us grapple him to ourselves with 
hoops of steel.” 

Now what our men’s clubs in the Church, I take it, ought 
to do is to develop this high type of friendship. Here we 
ought to find those who have seen the same visions we have 
—those who agree with us about Christ and God and mor- 
ality. And our faith is then no longer a barren thing. To 
many folks faith is little more than an insurance policy. 
They go into religion with very much the same spirit that 
they take a life policy. It is a thing they had just as soon 
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not do. It is a drain on them. But it is the wise and the 
sensible thing to do. But when our religious life flowers into 
true fellowship it becomes a joy. “Flowers” is a good word. 
That is what this kind of friendship is—a wonderful flower. 
I think now of two or three men in my own Parish who have 
been vesirymen for a number of years. One of them died 
two years ago. What a magnificent thing their love to one 
another was. The two vestrymen left were brothers to the 
bereaved widow. They took her and her son into their 
homes. And their friendship meant something since it was 
founded on God. 


And out of Christian fellowship comes power. I was read- 
ing a book not long since by Richard Roberts in which he 
was discussing the Coming of the Holy Spirit on the first 
White Sunday. And he points out that it came after the dis- 
ciples had been waiting and praying together before God for 
ten days. Those days, he says, were days of preparation. 
Their pvayer represented their faith, their fellowship, their 
love. One paragraph is so fine that I cannot refrain, even at 
the danger of keeping you too long, from reading it. Here 
it is: 

“There comes, however, a moment when the river of faith 
and the river of love meet; and their confluence becomes an 
irresistible tide. It was the tide that carried Jesus to the 
crowning glory of the cross and His triumph after death. 
All that comes to us from our communion with God and our 
fellowship with man becomes a single irresistible thrust. 
And that was what happened in the upper room. There were 
prayer and fellowship, faith and love fused into each other; 
and the prayer created a new power of fellowship, and the 
fellowship created a new power of prayer. And out of that 
fusion came the power and the pressure of life that broke 
down all the barriers of fear and hesitation and swept away 
hostility and prejudice; and the quickening, cleansing river 
of life started out on its course through the common ways 
of men.” 


Friendship, gentlemen, is a sacrament. When we gather 
together in Christ’s name, we may do great things for Him. 
We may renew our faith in the fine things of life. We may 
find that precious jewel which, if not the pearl of great 
price, is only second in value. If we wait upon the Lord and 
dedicate ourselves to His service, we shall make way for that 
stream of salvation which flows from Calvary through the 
Upper Room down the ages, bringing life and immortality 
to all who drink of it. Let no man belittle fellowship. Will- 
iam Morris knew whereof he spoke when he said, “Fellow- 
ship is life, and the lack of it death; fellowship is Heaven, 
and the lack of it Hell; and the things we do on this earth, 
it is for fellowship’s sake we do them.” And a greater man 
than Morris has promised “Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am I in the midst of them.”
